"If you're busted for drugs in a foreign 
country you're in for the hassle of your 
life." 
Thousands of times that anti-drug ad­ 
monition has been 
repeated throughout 
the country, and for one Pottstown soldier 
it's become a fact. 
He's doomed to at least three years in a 
dismal Japanese prison, and chances are 
hell never leave the prison alive. 
The soldier is C. Thomas Tray nor Jr., 21- 
year-old son of Charles I. and Elizabeth 
Traynor, 6 W. 2nd St. 
Traynor adm ittedly was a drug pusher 
until he m ade the mistake of selling a bag 
of heroin to an undercover Army narcotics 
agent in O kinawa. 
And the usual American reaction when­ 
ever a drug pusher is involved is to shrug 


and say 
— 
"He got just what he de­ 
served." 
But the soldier's parents and a few oth­ 
ers don't think Traynor deserves what's in 
store for him if he ever again sets foot on 
that Japanese island in the Pacific. 
His father is leaving no stone unturned

WASHINGTON (AP) — The nation's unem­ 
ployment rate soared to 7.1 per cent of the 
labor force in December, its highest level in 
more than 13 years, as 6.5 million Americans 
were unable to find jobs, the government 
reported Friday. 
The increase in the jobless rate, from 6.5 
per cent in November, was the biggest mon­ 
thly jump since October 1960 when it also rose 
0.6 per cent. 
As the recession deepened, government 
sources said the Ford administration may 
now seek temporary tax cuts for individuals 
and corporations. 
Massive layoffs in the automobile industry, 
coupled with job losses in other manufac­ 
turing. construction and retail sales, accoun­ 
ted for the bulk of the latest surge in unem­ 
ployment. 
Layoffs 
have 
continued 
to 
spread 
throughout the economy since the December 
figures were collected in the first week of the 
month, and another big rise in unemployment 
is certain in January. 
At the White House. Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen said the job report underscores that 
“the economy is in great difficulty. " 
“The decline in productivity that is now 
going on means that the country must expect 
further increases in unemployment during 
the period immediately ahead. 
Nessen told 
newsmen. 
He described President Ford as concerned 
over forecasts that unemployment will reach 
8 per cent within a couple of months, and said 
the economic program now being shaped “ is 
aimed at restoring the health and stability of 
the American economy."

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Soldier Fighting to Stay Out of Japanese Prison 
Sleet, Snow Cause Icy Road 
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in trying to prevent the Army from return­ 
ing his son to Okinawa and the fate which 
awaits him there. 


So far his letters to politicians, such as 
U.S. Senators Hugh Scott and Richard S. 
Schwetker and Gov. Milton J. Shapp, have 
been ignored. 
Now he's enlisted the aid of several 
Pottstown 
veterans' 
organizations, 
and 
they are trying to get their national head­ 
quarters involved. 
The soldier currently is an inmate of the 
Marion County Jail, Indianapolis, Ind., and 
that status is temporary at best. 
• he Army wants him out so it can ship 
him to Okinawa, give him a fast and dis­ 
honorable discharge, and turn him over to 
the Japanese government so the sentence 
can begin. 
He was in the Japanese prison before, 
while he was on trial in Japanese court for 
selling drugs. 
And according to his father, the diet 
consisted only of water and rice — consid­ 
ered1 adequate by the Japanese inmates, 
but slow starvation for an American. 
The soldier, who left school his senior 
year at Pottstown High School in January, 
1971, enlisted in the Army. He was honor­ 
ably discharged in 1973 when his first 
tour of duty was over while serving in Ger­ 
many. 
Then he re-enlisted for four yean and 
was assigned to Okinawa. 
According to the elder Traynor, a veter­ 
an of the Army, his son's problems began 
when he got involved with a girl on Oki­ 
nawa. 
'He was supporting her father and her 
family," said Traynor, "bought a ring and 
was preparing to marry the girl. 
'Then he wrote home asking for mon­ 
ey," the father continued, "saying the girl 
wouldn't go through with the marriage un­ 
til he paid off the mortgage on the fami­ 
ly's home. 
"We didn't have the money, so I guess 
he decided to find other ways to get it." 
Those "other ways" involved drugs, the 
father said, and alter securing a quantity 
of heroin he contacted prison-wise mem­ 
bers of his unit and sought advice on dis­ 
posing of it for cash. 
"'But the advice they gave him led di­ 
rectly to the undercover agent, who posed 
as a customer," said the father. 
According to the elder Traynor, author­ 
ities said if his son cooperated with them 
in apprehending other drug pushers, they 
would give him a light sentence. 
So he cooperated, and several other sol­ 
diers in his unit were arrested on drug 
charges. 
* 
They now are inmates of the same pris­ 
on the Army wants to send Traynor to. 
After his cooperation with authorities,, 
the civilian trail was held and he was sen­ 
tenced to three years at hard labor. 
First, however, he was given two weeks 
to put his Army affairs in order — which 
meant the Army had two weeks to court 
martial and discharge him. 
But before the Army could act, Traynor, 
who worked in the personnel section which 
issues travel orders, made a set for himself 
ordering him to the United States. 
Armed with the false documents the sol­ 
dier 'boarded a commercial air liner and 
flew to Hawaii. From there he took a mili­ 
tary aircraft to California. 
In Sacramento he visited a sister, telling 
her he was on leave from the Army. 
Then he contacted former soldiers he 
was stationed with in Germany, and left 
California to visit them in Indianapolis. 
Several days after he left the sister's 
home she was visited by FBI agents look­ 
ing for her brother. 
In the meantime, Christmas Eve the sol­ 
dier was riding with his friends in In­ 
dianapolis when the car was stopped by 
police and its driver arrested for speeding. 
All occupants of the car were screened, 
and a record check on Traynor disclosed he 
was a fugitive. 
He was placed in the Marion County Jail 
and 
the Army began making arrange­ 
ments to ship him back to Okinawa. 
The soldier's father learned of his son's 
imprisonment and of the Army's plans to 
ship him out of the country. He contacted 
former Mayor Joseph A. Suchoza, who put 
him in touch with George Marti, an In­ 
dianapolis lawyer. 
Martz succeeded in temporarily blocking 
the Army by obtaining a restraining order 
from Marion County Superior Court. 
The order forbids the county sheriff from 
releasing Traynor to anyone pending out­ 
come of a Jan. 14 hearing. 
During that hearing the Army will be re­ 
quired to show cause why it should be 
permitted to send Traynor back to Oki­ 


nawa. 
According to Martz, formal extradition is 
not required because Traynor is in military 
service and a treaty between the United 
States and Japan waives that requirement 
in the case of a convicted serviceman. 
Martz, who concedes political pressure 


would help his client, said he told Penta­ 
gon officials he will hold the A m y and 
the American government responsible if his 
dient is taken to Okinawa and subse­ 
quently injured or killed in the prison. 
"You have to remember, the same men 
he helped compile the evidence against 
are in that prison now," said the lawyer, 
"and they are aware of the role he played 
in their arrests." 
The lawyer is suggesting an alternative. 
'The Army can charge him with fal­ 
sifying his orders, entering this country il­ 
legally and being AWOL," said Martz. 
T h at should satisfy Japanese^ author­ 
ities, since he would be punished here, 
and he wouldn't have to go back." 
Traynor's father said he knows his son 
committed a crime and doesn't want him 
to be set feee for it. But he wants the sol­ 
dier to be punished in America. 
Martz, however, said there is no prece­ 
dent for someone under sentence by one 
country serving it in another country, and 
he doubts such an arrangement could be 
worked out. 
"It would be better for the economy if 
my son were kept in the United States," 
said the senior Traynor. 
"Military bases and arsenals are being 
closed all over the country to save money 
in the military budget, yet they want to 
spend 
between 
$5,000 and 
$8,000 to 
send my son back to Okinawa. 
'They should consider my son didn't run 
and hide from war. He went willingly 
while others were fleeing to Canada. 
"We know there is just ice somewhere, 
and hopefully we'll find it. 
"I don't think it is fair to send any 
American boy into a foreign prison for any­ 
thing less than first degree murder. 
"Instead the boys should be rehabili­ 
tated in America, where we have hun­ 
dreds of agencies in Pennsylvania alone to 
help with that rehabilitation:. 
"With God's help, we'll straighten this 
out," he said. 
The help of a few politicians putting 
pressure on the Pentagon wouldn't hurt, 
either, he admitted.

The President. Nessen said, has "made 
some tentative choices” on the proposals he 
will present Congress in his State of Union 
message Jan. 20 but refused to discuss repor­ 
ts that Ford would seek tax cuts totaling more 
than $10 billion.

One cold January at the turn of the cen­ 
tury a British ship floundered off the coast 
of Vancouver near Cape Beale. A heavy sea 
was running, and when the warning. 
“ Breakers ahead!” was sounded, the 
anchors were let go. But as the big ship 
rounded, one of the cables snapped, leaving 
her within a hundred feet of shore. With 
breakers running 40 feet high, the order was 
gjwn to abandon the apparently doomed 
vessel. 
Boats were launched and all officers and 
crew reached shore' safely. They spent the 
night under the upturned lifeboats. In the 
morning the storm had passed and the sea 
had calmed, and to the surprise and joy of 
the men. their ship still headed to her lone 
anchor. Minutes later, the entire crew had 
boarded the vessel the second time! 
Something like that happeas every day in 
human life. There are men who abandon a 
good cause the moment it shows signs of 
failure. But if the protect should somehow 
succeed, they are quick to climb aboard the 
victory wagon! 
They are the 
silent partners" of the 
business of living! Critics said of the poet 
Gray that when the crisis came he would not 
speak out. He was a silent partner to the 
revolution ot his age! 
It must have been disappointing to 
General Washington when he discovered 
that only about 40 per cent of the colonists 
were actively supporting the army. The rest 
were only “silent partners in the* cause1 of 
freedom! The hundred thousand settlers 
who left for England and the West Indies 
had deserted the "Shipot State'-' 
Some people are silent partners because 
they don’t think for themselves. Sometimes 
they shift about from one goal to another. 
Like the elevator operator who stepped off 
at one ot the floors and went over to speak to 
another girl. Returning, she looked off into 
space for a moment with a puzzled 
expression, then turned to the occupants ot 
the car and asked. "Was I going up or 
down?” 
Others are silent partners because they 
don't dare speak! A little boy was trying to 
lead a large dog. “Where are you taking 
that big dog?” asked a passerby. "I — I’m 
waiting to see where he wants to go. then I'll 


take him there!” replied the boy. When 
some people stand up to speak, their minds 
sit down! 
Often people are silent partners because 
they are afraid to declare their loyalties. It 
is common to hear a business man refuse 
open support to a worthy cause because 'he 
has clients on both sides." Or a politician 
who refuses his support "for fear of his con­ 
stituents, ” Every church has its “silent par­ 
tners w ho believe in the church but will not 
actively lend their support. They appear 
only at funerals and anniversaries where 
they hold their private post-mortems! 


The fact that a good cause is doomed to 
failure is no excuse for deserting it! An old 
fellow on his way to a Town Meeting was 
advised. "There ain't no use goin' to that 
meeting., Ed, Doc Barnes and his crowd are 
in control.” 
“That 's all right, 
the old fellow replied 
complacently, "I can worry 'em some!” 
Even a turtle makes progress only when it 
sticks its neck out! 
In the days of Oliver Cromwell when 
fighting came to one small village, an old 
lady rushed out, brandishing an old broom 
handle as a weapon. “Grandma, you can't 
fight with that.' said a young man. She 
replied. “But I can show which side I am 
on!” 
It is better to go down in defeat fighting 
for a good cause than to be victorious on the 
wrong side! “Silent partners” are the cause 
of more failures than successes! If they 
would express their loyalty, it might speil 
the difference between victory and defeat! 


In the battle of Bannochburn. in which 
Scotland won its independence from 
England, there came a critical moment 
when only a little thing could turn the tide 
either way. It was then that the camp 
followers, boys and old men and cripples, 
left behind to attend to the Scottish camps, 
decided to enter the fray and do what they 
could. They took pots and sticks and flags 
and marched toward the battle. And the 
British, mistaking this for a new army, tur­ 
ned and fled! 
What we are is God's gift to us. If we use 
what we have the best we know how. that is 
our gift to God'

Soviet Officials Mum on Talk 
Of Leonid Brezhnev Illness 


MOSCOW i APt-Rum ors 
that Soviet leader Leonid I. 
Brezhnev is ill made the 
rounds of Moscow 's foreign 
colony Friday, but usually 
reliable diplomatic sources 
said they had no information 
which would confirm the 
reports Soviet officials were 
not talking. 
The rumors appeared to 
be an outgrowth of .an 
announcement Monday by 
the Soviet news agency Tass 
that a much-heralded trip by 
Brezhnev to the Middle Fast 
in mid-January had been 
indefinitely postponed No 
reason was given. 
The rumors ranged all the1 
way from Brezhnev 'being 
tired, following a busy round 
of summit meetings and 
official appearances, to his 
suffering a “slight" heart 
attack. Some of the accounts 
said Brezhnev was in a 
sanatorium 
at 
Barvikha. 
just west of Moscow. 
The 
Soviet 
Foreign 
Ministry press department 
had no comment on the 
reports. An inquiry by The 
Associated Press to Leonid 
Zamyatin. 
a 
frequent 
spokesman for Brezhnev, 
brought no response. 
The 
postponement 
of 
Brezhnev's trip to Cairo. 
Damascus and Baghdad was 
announced during the visit 
here of Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Ismail Fahmy and 
War Minister Gen. Abdel 
Ghany Gamasy. who were 
responding to an urgent 
invitation by Brezhnv. 
The announcement said 
that “in conforming with the 
agreement 
between 
the 
leadership 
of the Soviet 
Union and Egypt. Syria and

Brezhnev and other Soviet

have 
repeatedly 
urged that the Middle East 
problem be dealt with in 
Geneva where the Soviet 
Union, as ooc4airman of the 
conference, would have a. 
direct role. 
A second dispute, the sour­ 
ces said, apparently came 
when the Soviets offered the 
Egyptians new arms, but on 
the condition that Soviet 
advisers 'be' again accepted 
by Sadat. Sadat was said to 
have rejected the stipulation 
for more advisers. 
Brezhnev, who was repor­ 
ted by diplomatic sources to 
be suffering from the flu in 
mid-November, flew some 
4.000 miles to Vladivostok to 
meet with President Ford. 
Diplomats who saw him 
frequently during the sum­ 
mit found him in “good 
form." 
On 
Nov. 
26. 
Brezhnev 
delivered a major speech at 
Ulan Bator. Mongolia, .and 
then returned to Moscow 
before flying to Paris for 
meetings 
with 
President 
Valery Giscard d'Estaing 
Dec. 4-7. Giscard d'Estaing 
was quoted as saying that 
Brezhnev appeared “tired” 
while he was in Paris. 
Back 
in 
Moscow. 
Brezhnev 
attended three 
sessions of the Supreme 
Soviet 
(parliament > Dec. 
13-26 and appeared to be 
well. 
Brezhnev was given a 
standing round of applause 
by the deputies Dec. 19, his 
68th birthday. 
On Dec. 24 he attended a

federation parliament. Since 
then. Brezhnev has not been 
seen publicly. 
In recent years, there 
have been reports, never 
confirmed 
officially, that 
Brezhnev has suffered from 
bursitis.

United Gas Inc.. Conestoga Telephone & 
Telegraph Co.. and a cable television firm. 
Site improvements' also affect the water 
and sewer lines of the borough’s depart­ 
ment 
of 
public works, including the 
installation of a new storm sewer line. 
Site improvements on East Third Street 
are progressing as weather conditions 
allow) 


The contractor. Floyd Hersh, started 
placing a bituminous base on the road sur­ 
face just before Christmas and that job is 
complete. 
The final surface will be laid when the 
Reading Avenue project also is ready for its 
final m acadam roadway later this year. 
Hersh is installing sidewalks along the 
north side of East Third Street which must 
be finished before the borough will open the 
road to traffic. 
It has been closed since August. 
Work on South Reading Avenue is not 


expected to start until the weather becomes 
milder in spring.

"The system could run 
along without the change for 
a while. But if it's not made

W. Allen Wallis, chairman of 
the group and chancellor of 
New York s University of 
Rochester. 
Conclusions of the Social 
Security Advisory' Council, 
meeting since last May, .are 
scheduled to be formally 
drafted in m id-January and 
presented later to the gover­ 
nment 
for 
consideration. 
The 
Social 
Security 
Administration has said it 
will closely heed the group's 
.advice. 
In addition to the boost in 
the wage base, Wallis said 
the group foresees the need 
to change the present benefit 
indexing 
formula, 
to 
possibly increase the tax 
rate from 5.85 per cent to 
5.95 per cent after ten years, 
and to raise the retirement 
age to 68 from the present 65. 
beginning around 2005.

In Elementary Schools 
School Board May Ask 
Senior Citizens' Help

movement may soon take a 
giant step forward in the 
Pottstown area. 
A new program, proposed 
at a meeting of the Pott­ 
stown School Board, may 
allow senior citizens to 
become teachers on a volun­ 
teer basis in some schools in 
the borough. 
The proposal, made by 
Jack Wolf, would permit 
some senior citizens to help 
at Edge wood Elementan 
School on a trial basis. If the 
program worked, it might be 
expanded to other schools. 
Wolf said he feels the 
project might supply schools 
with additional manpower 
and provide constructive 
and interesting work lor the 
elderly. 
"I think 
m any senior 
citizens would enjoy helping 
in the schools. It would give 
them a chance to be with 
young people, and I really 
think they could teach the 
children a lot." Wolf said. 
"It would give older people 
something important to do 
a n d 
w o u I d . b enef it the 
students as well." 
Wolf said a 
volunteer 
teacher aide program was 
established at Edge wood in 
October utilizing parents of 


students. 
The parents work with 
children who missed classes, 
give children 
additional 
p r a c t i c e 
in 
readi ng, 
mathematics and English., 
help prepare instructional 
m a t e r i a l s 
a n d 
assist 
teachers in correcting and 
grading tests and papers. 
Wolf said he felt senior 
citizens would be able to per­ 
form most of these func­ 
tions, 
E d g e w ood 
principal 
William Bart man said he 
would 
like 
to see the 
program be instituted, at 
least on a trial oasis. 
"The parents who are 
working as volunteers in the 
school have worked out very 
well. It is my understanding 
that the program could be 
expanded to include senior 
citizens, and I think this 
might be a good thing." Bar- 
tman said. "1 believe it 
would fulfill a need for the 
older people and help the 
students."

Bomb Squad 
Formed to 
Protect County 


If a bomb were found in Pottstown High School, 
Borough Hall, or a downtown store, it might take 
more than an hour before a. bomb crew could reach 
the site. 
Local police and fire officials are capable of 
evacuating the area but are not skilled in disarming 
explosive devices. Currently, assistance would have 
to come from the Philadelphia police explosives 
division, 
and that department sometimes is 
unavailable since it must first cater to the problems 
which arise in Philadelphia 
But beginning this month a bomb squad run by the 
Montgomery County sheriff's office, Norristown, 
will start operations. And according to Jeremiah P. 
Delaney, 
county sheriff, its services will be 
available 24 hours a day for every community in the 
county. 
Delaney said the bomb squad, which will consist 
of three trained men and the latest explosives con­ 
trol equipment, will be able to reach Pottstown 
within 20 minutes. 
ADVANTAGES 
The formation of the squad will mean other advan­ 
tages to Pottstow n and surrounding communities. 
In addition to being equiped to disarm or remove 
explosive devices, members of the bomb squad will 
also instruct area policemen in the procedures 
which should be followed if a bomb is found. 
A member of the bomb squad said the explosives 
crew will be willing to give training sessions for two 
or more officers from each police force within the 
county. 
“If there is a request by a police chief, we would 


be happy to take selected officers and train them." 
he said. “What we would do is show' them ways of 
recognizing various types of bombs and ways of 
determining if a suspected package is in fact a 
bomb. 
MINIMIZE DANGER 
"We could also help them get to know procedures 
for minimizing the danger to human life and to 
property in case there is a detonation." he con­ 
tinued. 
" We don’t want local policemen to handle a bomb. 
We want them to leave the thing where it is and con­ 
tact us. but it is important for officers to know' how 
to identify explosive devices, .and how to minimize 
the danger." 
In preparation for working on the bomb squad, 
two members of the sheriff’s department recently 
underwent a three-week training course at the U.S. 
Army Hazardous Devices Handling School, Hunt­ 
sville. Ala. 
The training sessions involved becoming 
familiarized with different types of explosives and 
learning various disarming procedures. 
"We studied both the conventional type bombs 
and the improvised, homemade explosives. We 
studies how sensitive each type of bomb is. how each 
is made, and how to disarm the bombs," a squad 
member said. 
NEUTRALIZE 
“We learned how to chemically neutralize types of 
explosives and how to use X-ray techniques to 
examine the insides of a bomb and decide what steps 
to take. They also taught us about fusing systems on 


various kinds of bombs.” 
The third officer in the team received his training 
while on active duty in the Army, where he worked 
several years as an explosives disposal officer. 
According to a member of the bomb squad, at 
least two members of the explosives team will go out 
on each assignment. The procedures used by the 
squad will vary according to the circumstances of 
the case. 
"Every situation is different. Our actions will 
depend on what type of explosive device we are 
dealing with, where the bomb is located and how- 
sensitive the bomb is. "he said. "For example, if the 
device is extremely sensitive, we would probably 
try to disarm it right where it is. 
LOCATION 
“But then you must consider the location of the 
bomb and ask if that area could stand detonation," 
he continued, "The bomb might be in the locker 
room of a high school or in the operating room of a 
hospital. This plays a part in deciding what sort of 
action to take." 
Despite the dangers involved in the type of work 
they will be doing, officers on the new explosives 
division said they have been trained to keep risks at 
a minimum. 
"It’s really like any job that involves risks. 
Policemen face danger every day. So do electricians 
working with high voltage wires." said a squad 
member. “If you are well trained, the danger 
involved is lessened. You have to be cautious and 
think things through before deciding on a course of 
action "

Dr. Moser said physicians 
are treating two types oí 
i nfl ue nza . 
The 
least 
prevalent is the “classic 
influenza" with symptoms of 
fever and aching 
He said more people are 
contracting a gastroin­ 
testinal influenza which 
lasts about 24 hours. The 


illness is characterized by 
vomiting and diarrhea but 
the symptoms respond well 
to medication. 
Both physicians said flu 
shots were available to their 
patients early in the season. 
Dr. Ash said the shots, 
usually admfnitered in Sep­ 
tember or October, are 
reasonably effective. 
Dr. Moser stated, "I have 
always given flu shots at the 
request of the patient but 
I have never been greatly 
i m p r e s s e d 
with the 
benefits." 
“We had the first vaccine 
at the end of World War II 
and. of course, there have 
been many new vaccines 
and 
m o d i f i ca t i on s. * ‘ he 
added. 
He said his doubt of the 
effectiveness of flu shots is 
strictly a personal obser­ 
vation and is not shared by 
all members of the medical 
profession. 
Dr. Moser said there is no 


certain way to avoid cat­ 
ching the flu bug. “In an 
epidemic, it is advisable to 
avoid crowds but even 
isolated individuals can con­ 
tract the illness." 
He said practicing com­ 


mon sense measures is the 
only way to attempt to 
escape illness. He suggested 
adequate dress and rest 
throughout the winter mon­ 
ths and avoiding exposure to 
cold, damp weather.

Shiny windows 
give sunnier 
outdoor view 


Shiny windows offer a sun­ 
nier view of the outdoors. 
And. keeping glass in dirt- 
proof condition need not 'be a 
tedious chore. As with most 
cleaning, use a systematic 
routine for good results. 
Using a vacuum hose 
attachment, pick up loose 
dirt all around the window 
area. Take out removable 
screens and set aside. Those 
not removable should be 
vacuumed and brushed. 
Wash frames and sills with a 
cloth 
or 
sponge and 
detergent or soap suds. Pipe 
cleaners, cotton swabs or an, 
old toothbrush are useful in 
coaxing dirt and grime from 
corners and the frame 
troughs of combination 
storm windows and screens. 
Although spray window 
cleaner is the mcst con­ 
venient to use. detergent or 
soap in warm, water will 
achieve good results. Or 
make a mixture of one 
tablespoon of ammonia to a 
quart of water. Pour the 
solution into a clean spray 
bottle, or apply with a clean 
cloth wrung out in the 
solution. 
in freezing weather, a 4 
cup of glycerine or alcohol 
added to each quart of wash 
water helps keep glass from 
steaming up. Handle alcohol 
and ammonia cautiously to 
avoid any possible damage 
to surrounding painted, 
lacquered or varnished sur­ 
faces.

For at-home entertaining that 
will brighten any adult social 
occasion in the gray months of win­ 
ter. try an easy-to-niake rum cake. 
Here's a recipe that will dazzle your 
friends and not tax your time, talen­ 
ts or pocket book. 
It's a Bacardi rum cake and it’s 
made with ingredients that are 
found in any supermarket or 
grocery store.

Guess situations arise quite 
often, but one is expected to 
guess right most of the time. 
There is nothing extraordinary 
about being right rather con­ 
sistently; it is largely a matter 
of tackling each problem, as it 
arises, in a calm and rational 
fashion. 
Let’s say you're in seven 
notrump and West leads a 
diamond. You count twelve top 
tricks and the problem is to find 
the thirteenth, If you could see 
where the queen of dubs was 
'ocated, your task would be 


simple enough,, tat, since you, 
don’t play with glass cards, you 
must try to figure out who has 
the queen. 
There is not much 
in­ 
formation available at the start,,, 
so you try to leam everything 
you can about the opponents' 
hands before attempting a club 
finesse in either direction. 
In line with this,, you cash the' 
A-Q-J of diamonds, jack of 
spades, king of diamonds, and 
A-K-Q of spades. While cashing 
these tricks you leam that West 
started with four diamonds and 
three' spades, and 'that East 
started with two diamonds and 
three spades. 
You still can’t be sure about 
the queen of clubs, but you 
should, play East for the missing; 
lady. Why? Because West was 
dealt only six unknown cards 
that may include the queen, 
while East was dealt eight 
unknown, cards that .may .in­ 
clude the queen, 
The odds are 8 to 6 that East 
has the queen, so you should 
lead the ten of clubs from 
dummy at this point and 
finesse. As it happens, the 
percentage play succeeds and 
you make the grand slam. 
However, it would not be fair 
to call it just a lucky guess. It 
would be mere accurate to cal 
it an educated guess.

Sports Today 


by MELVIN DURSIAG 


Each time the average housewife visits her friendly 
grocer, she returns a shaken person, 
She used to return a shaken woman. But, as you 
know, yesterday's woman is today's person, meaning 
one is now expected to describe the female of the 
house as the little person. 
But whatever her nomenclature, she undergoes dis­ 
tinct shock surveying the price of foodstuff. 
Taxes, rents and commodities also have ascended, 
but at least not everything has gone up. The stock mar­ 
ket, for example, has fallen an its hip. 


Unemployment is growing, and both labor anc 
management are beginning to worry. 
So, logically, the question is posed how all of this 
is going to affect sports in the coming year. Will spend­ 
ing habits change on the part of those who buy tickets? 
The NBA and the National Football League al­ 
ready have found sales thinned. Attendance had de- 
dined roughly 10 per cent in the NFL, and some owners 
expect it to drop as much as 20 per cent more next 
season. 
Still another voice in the choir is heard, one repre­ 
senting that massive sports group called self-partici­ 
pants. 
John Cordes, chairman of the Southern Califronia 
Boa‘ Show, reports that sales at this point are just 
about matching figures of the previous year. 


FLOATING LOANS 
At the last check, some 8,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 boats, power 
and sail, were registered in the U.S. Of those pur­ 
chased on time, only six-tenths of one per cent were 
being repossessed, contrasted to 6 per cent among au­ 
tomobiles. 
The point Cordes makes is, when the economic 
pinch hits people engaged in self-participation sports, 
they will continue to operate their boats and their 
campers, but they will cut down the number of tickets 
they buy to spectator games. 
"It must not be assumed," says Cordes, 
that just 
because1 people water ski, sail, fish, or hunt that they 
aren't interested, say, in football, too. 
"But when it costs a family of four maybe $50 
overall to see a pro gam e, that's a luxury they are go­ 
ing to give up. They won't give up their other activity, 
unless, of course, we fall into a massive depression." 
A feeling exists here that this man is right. But it 
won't be only the self-participants who will reduce their 
ticket purchases. Others will, too. 
Winning team s in football will continue to do busi­ 
ness, especially for the big games. 
But sales will drop for those games not so big. 
And. teams falling out of contention will be injured, ¡par­ 
ticular iy in the last part of the season. 


THE SECURE ONES 
Those 
teams 
with 
smaller 
stadia 
and 
decent 
records won't notice the decline as much as the others, 
mainly because season sales will mostly carry such clubs 
as Oakland, Denver, Minnesota and Green Bay. 
But a lot of the franchises ore going to perspire a 
bit, not only because money will be coming harder to 
the peasantry, but because ticket prices are high and 
the effect of television as a sales deterrent now is being 
felt, unmistakably. 
When people were rolling in banknotes and get­ 
ting four games a week for nothing on TV, they contin­ 
ued to support the home team, proof of which is the 
NFL once sold 9 5 per cent of all available seats. 
If all that currency were still around, buyers might 
have continued at that pace. 
But the combination of the economy and the avail­ 
ability of free football on television now is starting to 
be felt. 
TV is doing a good job keeping people in the pic­ 
ture. And since pro football now has become more na­ 
tional than ever, which is to say, fans in Los Angeles 
are genuinely interested in Buffalo, the incentive to stay 
home increases.

Loeffler was a man of 
many accomplishments. He 
could write good poetry. He 
was a lawyer and taught 
business law wherever he 
coached.

“Coaching is no popularity 
contest." 
Loeffler 
would 
say. “I've been criticized for 
¡sounding off. but I never said 
anything I didn't believe." 


He was described as a 
master 
of 
basketball 
technique, a superior han­ 
dler of young men. a man 
with a mind of tomorrow. 
Yes. he was egotistical. He 
sometimes popped off when 
he shouldn't have. He had a 
consuming ambition for the 
limelight. But he was one of 
the most interesting men in 
sports, you'll ever meet. 


Loeffler thought of himself 
not as an egotist, but con­ 
fident. self assured. He said 
his popping off was simply 
an 
honest 
expression of 
opinion. He said he didn't 
seek the limelight, rather 
enjoyed 
the 
glory 
that 
surrounded his success. 
The boys who played for 
him didn 't love the coach. As 
a matter of fact, off the court 
he rarely talked with pis 
players. But the players did 
respect 
his 
genius. 
His 
straightforward 
manner 
made 
Loeffler 
an 
ideal 
coach 
and 
teacher. 
The 
players always knew where1 
they stood. He showed them 
there was more to the game 
than a ball and two baskets. 
Loeffler likened basketball 
to a game of chess. He said 
in most cases personnel was 
virtually equal, so it was the 
team 
that 
made/ the 
intelligent moves that won. 


Loeffler coached at Yale 
and for awhile with the pros, 
but his greatest success was 
at LaSalle where in six years 
he Explorers won 145 and 
lost only 30. playing in a post 
season 
tournament every 
year. Loeffler’s 1953-54 team 
won the NCAA title-

Twin Borough 
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Tax Cut Idea 
Moving Ahead 


WASHINGTON <AP) — President Ford s 
advisers have concluded that a tax cut is 
necessary to help pull the nation out of 
recession, 
administration 
sources * said 
Friday. 
While the sources could not make clear 
whether the conclusion was unanimous, they 
reported the President's economic advisers 
are no longer debating whether a tax cut is 
desirable. 
The issues now are how big should the tax 
cut be, who should get the greatest benefit 
and how long should it last, the sources said. 
President 
Ford s press secretary told 
reporters the President has made some ten­ 
tative choices on the economic package he is 
to discuss anew with his advisers Saturday. 
But Press Secretary Ron Nessen advised 
against premature speculation on any tax cut. 
The spokesman said Ford "has felt a sense 
of urgency all along'' but believes it is impor­ 
tant to "make the right decisions" on the 
economy. 
Some of the President's advisers apparen­ 
tly feel that the mere psychological benefit of 
a tax cut would be almost as buoyant to the 
economy as the cut itself. 
Other sources firmly refused to talk about 
the policy-making process to avoid raising 
false expectations among taxpayers. One 
official stressed that the President remains 
committed to his schedule for including his 
economic proposals in his Jan. 20 State of the 
Union message, with no final decisions likely 
before then. 
There is apparently strong sentiment, 
however, among the advisers for making the 
cut effective as soon as possible to increase 
workers' take-home pay, for funneling the 
biggest benefits to low-income taxpayers, for 
enacting the cut for a temporary period of 
less than three years and keeping the cut to a 
moderate size. 
"Moderate." one source said, means more 
than $10 billion but less than $20 billion. 
A $10 billion tax cut distributed evenly to 
the nation's individual and corporate tax­ 
payers would mean an average annual savii 
of about $90 per household. 
Nessen cautioned, however, that the 
billion to $20 billion figure apparently were 
the result of conversations with junior 
administration officials. 
Other sources said, however, that the size of 
the eventual tax cut is likely to be limited by 
fears that a big lift in consumer spending 
might fuel another round of inflation. 
It was only this week that President Ford 
formally discarded his proposed tax increase 
to 
fight 
inflation. 
And 
although 
administration economists feel inflation is 
doomed, “there is a determination not to 
over-react'' to the threat of recession.

January m ay not be the 
time of year people normally 
think of a circus but when 
Friends of the Library meet 
Tuesday evening in the 
lower level of the Pottstown 
Public Library, the colorful 
sights and jangling sounds of 
the big top will entertain 
them.

Doubts Arise

Biologists have found two 
possible cancer causing sub­ 
stances in the blood of New 
Orleans, La., residents. 
The scientists cautiously 


suggest íl the Jan. 10 issue 
of Science magazine that the 
dangerous substances might 
have come from the city's 
drinking water. 


The 
research' 
by 
the 


University of New Orleans 
biologists is the first to find 
potential 
cancer 
causing 
substances in the blood of 
people who consume suspect 
drinking water. 
It raises new questions in a 
drinking water controversy 
that 
first 
arose 
in New 
Orleans and now has spread 
to several cities that draw- 
drinking 
water 
from 
polluted lakes and rivers. 
The 
concern 
is 
that 
chlorination of a city's water 
supply 
chemically 
alters 


organic pollutants in the 
water, changing them into 
dangerous carcinogens — 
substances that cause can­ 
cer. 


The 
Environmental 


Protection Agency announ­ 
ced Dec. 19 it would analyze 
drinking water in 80 cities 
for suspected carcinogens. 


There is no conclusive 


evidence that the chemicals 
found in the drinking wafer 
— usually at extremely low 
concentrations 
— 
are 
causing cancer 


The 
New 
Orleans 


biologists reported in 'Scien­ 
ce on' a new method for 
detecting 
the 
substances 
both in water and blood 
plasma. 


They collected blood sam­ 
ples from 21 people between 
20 and 30 years old and 
pooled the plasm a from the 
blood 
samples. 
Analysis 


revealed 
carbon 
'tetrachloride, 
which 
is 


known to cause cancer in 
test animals, and 
tetrachloroethylene. 
which 
is a suspected carcinogen. 


The carbon tetrachloride 


was found at much higher 
concentrations in the blood 
than in the drinking water.

might - be in operation if 
drinking water is the only 
source of such materials, 
the scientist reported 


Bioaccum ulati on 
occurs 
when body tissues, most 
often fats, store foreign sub­ 
stances.

drinking water contaminan­ 
ts.

banned by the

Agency because they could

HOLLYWOOD — "Music is like a woman. You think 
you know her. Then you wake up one day and find out 
you know nothing at all." Thus a quote from Dick 
Haymes, a-man given to letting personal maxims pop 
casually out of his conversation. 
Ask Dick about the current "nostalgia craze and he 
says, 
i hate dwelling on nostalgia. Nostalgia is 
looking for yesterday. The fad for nostalgia I consider 
self-defeating. It's not fair to all of the beautiful songs 
written now. What we have now is now — let's use it. 
That's why about 95 per cent of my own act today is 
contem porary, with some seasoning of the old. 
"For a f inale, I sing i t Might As Well Be Spring' and 
that, seem s to satisfy the nostalgia buffs." 
It was his big song. "It Might As Well Be Spring." a 
Rodgers and Hammerstein tune, that Haymes sang to 
resounding success In the movie musical. "State 
Fair." and that w asn't exactly last Tuesday. Actually, 
it was about three decades ago. which would make 
Dick H aym es ripe for the current leaning to the joys of 
the past. 
He was. in fact, a part of the era"'"of the big bands. 
Born in Argentina, a citizen of the Republic of Ireland 
since birth (his father was Irish, his mother Scottish i, 
Haymes attended private schools in France and spent 
his vacations at places like Cannes and Antibes. 
He achieved fame with 35 movies, a num ber of hit 
records and he attained, 'notoriety with six m arriages 
(one to Rita Hayworth when, she was a reigning movie 
star i , and a long period of being wedded to alcoholism,,. 
He hasn't tippled since 1965. 
“ For the first 40 years of my life, serenity and, peace 
of mind were strangers who paid an occasional visit." 
Dick says. "Today they're members of the fam ily." 
About, his long bout with alcoholism. Haymes says: 
"Finally, it was like someone touching you on, the

couldn't own gold for the last 
40 years is enough of a 
catalyst in itself to have 
everyone running out to "get 
their share " of the precious 
m etal 
which is in the 


$200-an-ounce range. 
But there are several 
appropriate old sayings 
which had best be paid heed 
to in this new golden era. 
First there's the old saw. 
"All that glitters is not 
gold." Then remember this 
one? "A fool and his money 
are soon parted." 
And how about the old 
miner terminology. "Fool's 
Gold." 
For the uninitiated buyer 
of gold, these sayings are 
certainly something to keep 


in mind. Numerous gold 
schemes have surfaced in 
the past six months and 
more probably will be spot­ 
ted as greed begins to sur­ 
face. 
People will buy gold stock, 
gold bullion, gold jewelry' 
and gold coins as a hedge 
against inflation, but just 
how many of them will get 
their m oney's worth is 
questionable. 
In all these areas there are 
b o u n d 
t o 
be 
so m e 
unscrupulous sellers of gold 


items. So the first word for 
the buyer is to know whom 
you're dealing with. The 
local 
B e11 e r 
Business 
Bureau can probably be of 
help Otherwise check with 
the Chamber of Commerce 
or someone w ho can vouch 
for the seller's reputation. 


Gold bullion might seem a 
sm art investment to the 
uninitiated. But better give 
it some thought. 


After all. gold bullion 
doesn't pay any dividends. 


In fact, just the opposite 
occurs. The buyer usually 
has no place to keep the 
bullion safe so must pay 
storage fees as well. And 
again in this area buyers 
must be sure the sellers have 
the gold on hand to stand 
behind 
th e 
purchases. 
Already some sellers of gold 
have been caught with their 
bullion down. 
Bullion may not be a 'hedge 
against inflation either. It 
has 
p ro te c te d 
against 
deflation for years, but its 


price can fluctuate widely, 
depending on how much of it 
is unleashed on the world 
market. And there is plenty 
stored away to release. 
The hunch here is that 
prices will continue to climb 
the first quarter of 1975. only 
to fall back into the $150 
range. A bullion buyer today 
is hardly getting in on the 
"ground floor." He is merely 
stepping in after a 400 per 
cent rise in the last five 
vears.

There are 
five divider humps down the 
center of each such con­ 
tainer. Save these, as their 
tips can become the centers 
of some of the finished 
blooms.

Bend this back 
through the plastic petals 
after placing a small bit of 
cotton in between the metal 
loop. Carefully and 
sparingly dab white glue to 
the cotton. Next, fit the egg 
carton hump, which has 
been rounded and smoothed, 
over the cotton. It adds a 
touch of 'realism to the 
posev. • 
The other end of the wire, 
which can vary in length, is 
stuck into clay or plasticine. 
An old ashtray or novelty 
dish can serve as a base.

ew parents often love to be with 
baby. They can’t tear them* 
selves away. But this is usually 
confined to baby No. 1. I don’t mean 
that later children are not wanted and 
loved. But the first baby is a unique 
experience—almost like one’s very first 
time of being in love. No other experi­ 
ence is ever like it again. 
After your first few weeks of pa­ 
rental wonder and panic, joy and doubt, 
excitement and fatigue, you settle down 
in a cozy routine that usually lasts until 
baby begins to learn that the world 
stretches beyond the bounds of crib, 
bassinet, carriage and Mommy’s and 
Daddy’s faces. Once baby has made 
that discovery, your next phase of par­ 
enting is upon you—ready or not! For 
your child is going to want to explore

the limits of this new world. Don’t be 
surprised if at this point baby stops be­ 
ing so much fun. 
If Mother is the principal one caring 
for baby, she is often on duty full time. 
There is little opportunity for a change 
of scene with no family responsibili­ 
ties. Without that respite, some parents 
gradually become annoyed at the time 
and effort that baby takes. 
Parents often get the message that 
they should be more “involved” with 
their children. This can be a good thing. 
But do you run the risk of exaggerating 
a good thing? Is there such a thing as 
too much involvement with your chil­ 
dren? And if so, how much involvement 
is too much? 
Let’s face it: Some parents can’t 
bring themselves to spend much time 
with their children.

It’s a divided and sometimes re­ 
sentful involvement and will not en­ 
courage a sense of well-being in their 
children. 
I’m well aware that some of this less- 
than-quality time cannot be avoided 
if you are the principal carer of your 
child. But try to find some small time 
to really enjoy your baby. 
Also, try to arrange to have some 
time during the week for yourself. It 
doesn’t have to be a whole day or even 
a half day. But it should be a set period, 
a time when you are completely free of 
your obligations. The woman who can­ 
not afford a baby-sitter might consider 
exchanging child care with another par­ 
ent. Even two hours of such time can 
relieve tension; and I would advocate 
it over taking tranquilizers. 
Now please: I’m not saying you must 
take time off. If you really don’t feel 
any tension, boredom or constriction, 
that’s great. But if you do, try giving 
yourself some time off. And if you can 
manage it, take a whole weekend off! 
There are also options for the nurs­ 
ing mother. There is nothing that says 
you can’t alternate your baby’s feedings 
with a bottle—if you want to. If you can 
skip two feedings, with comfort, and 
if baby sleeps through the nights, you 
might leave for a little outing right after 
baby’s supper. Stay away all night and 
be back in time for the noon feeding 
the next day. 
But please remember that the quality 
of your attention and involvement is 
more important than the quantity. One 
hour (even in divided doses ) of whole­ 
hearted attention per day would prob­ 
ably make for a better relationship with 
baby than hours and hours of divided 
attention, tinged with irritation and 
boredom. Conscientious parents some­ 
times tend to push their involvement 
with their children past the point of 
mutual benefit. Too much involvement 
can promote excessive mutual parent- 
child dependency and interfere with 
healthy growth and development n a 
—for both parent and child.
